Dallas offi- 
cials didn’t want to close the 
room, now a museum, for any- 
one. "It’s open every day ex- 
cept Christmas, and that’s the 
way it should be,” said city 
commissioner Christopher Se- 
mos. But they finally gave in, 
on their terms: 6:30 to 10 a.m., 
four days only, and clean up 
after yourselves.
